SUGAR BOUNTY. 


Geverpment Aid for the Beet 
Sagar Industry. 

The Gazette has taken many 0oc- 
cagions to advocate the experiment of 
cultivating sugar beets in Nevada, and 
again calls attention to the results 
obtained from it in California, where 
the industry is yet very young, as it 
is only in the last three years that it 
has sprung from an experiment into 
an actual and productive industry. 
In this connection,.and in illustration 
of the growth-of an ‘industry that may 
be inaugurated- in Nevada, the Ga- 
zuTrE makes exeerpts from an article 
in the Fulletin of Satarday :

sugar-bounty law. : 

It is estimated by Claus Spreckels 
that at least 14 per cent of beets be- 
come, after the various processes of 
crushing and refining, refined sugar. 
According to this estimate California 
should yield during the year at a fair 
calculation about 11,000 tons, or 22,- 
000,000 pounds, of refined sugar, 
which should bring from the Govern- 
ment Treasury into California some- 
thing like $440,000. 

TESTING THE SUGAR. 

The testing of sugar to ascertain its 
saccharine strength is an interesting 
operation. One would think that the 
wav to discover how sweet on article 
is would be to taste it. I1t seems 


rather odd that the degree of sweet- 
ness is demonstrated by the sense of 
sight rather than the sense of taste. 
Such is the case, however. The in- 
spector looks at the sugar through a 
peculiar little instrument and dis- 
covers the amount of saccharine mat- 
ter in it. The instrument is called 
the polariscope. It somewhat resem- 
bles a small telescope and is about 
eighteen inches long, and is mounted 
onastand. The operation of testing 
seems very simple, yet it is very won- 
derful. A certain amount of sugar is 
placed in a certain amount of water 
and allowed to dissolve until it be- 
comes almost clear. The solution is 
then transferred to an oblong bottle, 
which is placed in the instrument. 
The inspector stands a lighted lamp 
before the opposite end of the polari- 
scope and looks through the instru- 
ment. It is seen that the ray of light 
from the lamp in passin — h the 
bottle containing the solution of sugar 
is re to one side at a consider-
